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REMARKS 

With this amendment, Claims 2-23 are pending in the present application. Claims 12, 14 
and 23 have been amended. No new claim is added. In view of the foregoing amendments and 
the following remarks, the Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of the 
above-referenced application. 

Reiections-35U.S.C. $112 

Claims 12-14 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicants regard as the invention. However, the Examiner also indicated that these claims 
would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) xmder 35 U.S.C. §1 12 as 
set forth in this OflRce Action. 

Specifically, the Examiner indicated that Claim 12 is indefinite because it recites 
"compressor mount" (line 6) without any correlation/distinction to "a compressor mounf ' 
previously recited in the claim (line 3). By this amendment, the Applicants have replaced the 
term "compressor mount" noted by the Examiner with "tiie compressor mount" to address the 
correlation issue raised by the Examiner. 

The Exammer also noted that Claim 14 is indefinite because there is no direct antecedent 
basis for the recitation of "the chassis" and that Claim 23 is indefinite because there is no ending 
punctuation. By this amendment, the Applicants have replaced the term "chassis" with 
"housing" to address the antecedent support issue. The Applicants have also added a period to 
Claim 23 as noted by the Examiner. Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully request the 
Examiner to withdraw these rejections. 
Editorial Changes to Specification 

hi the Office Action, the Examiner also noted certain clerical errors in the specification 
that need to be corrected. The Applicants would like to thank the Examiner again for the 
Examiner's attention to detail. The Applicants have amended the specification to correct the 
mformalities noted by the Examiner and respectfiilly request the Examiner to withdraw this 
objection.
